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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Preliminary amendment filed February 26, 2002 is acknowledged and entered. 

2. Please note that the correct Serial Number and filing date of your Application under 
prosecution is 10/082,340, filed on February 26, 2002 not 09/529,021 filed on April 6, 2000 as recited 
in the Preliminary Amendment referred to supra. Applicants should also note that this application has 
been assigned to Group Art Unit 1651. Please ensure that the correct U.S. Serial Number, filing date 
and Group Art Unit for this application is cited in all future correspondence with this Office.

4. Claims 25-60 are pending. 

Election /Restriction 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

• Group I, consisting of claims 25-53 drawn to methods to prepare a composition comprising 
docosahexanoic and arachidonic acid residues, classified under Class 435, subclass 134 or 
254.1 or 257.3, for example. 

• Group II, consisting of claims 54-60 drawn to a method of aqua culturing, classified under 
Class 426, subclass 601 or 602, for example. 

6. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions in Groups I and II are unrelated to each other because they are directed to 
different inventions that are not connected in design, operation and/or effect. These inventions are 
independent since they are not disclosed as capable of use together. They have different modes of 
operation, they have different functions, and/or they have different effects. One would not have to 
practice the various methods at the same time to practice just one method alone (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, for example inventions disclosed in claims encompassing 
invention in Group II are directed to a method to obtain a compound through fungal fermentation. 
Invention encompassing claims in group II is a method to grow bivalves/crustaceans. Thus, inventions 
in Groups I and II do not share the same design, process steps or effects. 

The inventions discussed above are independent and distinct, each from the other. They have 
acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive effect and require 
independent searches. The search for each one of the above inventions is not coextensive particularly 
with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference that would anticipate the invention of one 
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group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. Finally, the 
consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue burden to 
examine all of the above inventions in one application. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification (i.e., class and subclass), and their 
recognized diverse subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
